DEFENDING THE GUILTY MAN 


Frederick A. Brown's Story Illustrates 


the Conditions That Sometimes 


Confront the Lawyer. 


Frederick A. Brown, a well known 


Chicago lawyer, told tho following 
story at a recent dinner! 


"Attorneys are frequently asked 


how they can defend men ^*hom they 
know to be guilty. The reply is that 
we seldom if ever know that they are 
guilty. 1 once, however, became tho 
unwilling attorney of a man whom I 
knew to bo guilty. 


'I was in Judge Brentario's court, 


waiting for a trial to be called, when 
a negro was brought In, charged with 
highway robbery. 
Judge Bi'entano, 


finding that he had no attorney, hi* 
reeled me, against my protest, to de- 
fend him. 


"I took the colored man aside and 


said, 'Well, are you guilty?' and to my i 
surprise he replied, 'Well, boss, they 
found tho pocketbopk on me and have 
twenty witnesses to prove It.' He then 
went on to tell me that he had 
snatched a woman's pocketbook on 
Thirty-ninth street and Cottage Grove 
avenue on a Saturday afternoon, ran 
west In Thirty-ninth street, turned n'p 
an alloy, with a crowd after him, who 
caught him as he was getting over a 
six-foot board fence. 
. 


"In looking at the Indictment 1 


found that he was Indicted under tho 
habitual criminal act, under which he 
could be sent to the penitentiary for 
forty years. I returned to the court- 
room and insisted that Judge Bren- 
tano should appoint some other lawyer, 
which he refused to do. I then made 
tho proposition to tbe prosecutor that 
if he would waive tne habitual crimi- 
nal count I would .have my man plead 
guilty and save the cost of'a trial. 


; "This" was agreed to, the darky was 
delighted, pleaded guilty, and received 
the minimum sentence. 
After It wan 


all Over-the .darky, turned to me and 
Bald. 'Boss, that was so easy that I 
believed if you half tried you wlmld 
have got me clean off.'"
